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3520: Freedom of Speseh and Action. 


Freedom of spesch and action is guaranteed by Art.14 
of the National Constitution, but in actual practice it often 
happens that police authorities have been empowered to limit 
this constitutional guarantea. Public meetinzs cannot be 
held unless pr:vious permission is obtained from, the police 
authorities, which they may or may not grant. Recourse may 
be had in the courts, but these as a rule hand their decisions 
down after the occasion for the meeting has taken place, 

Of late years there hus been a trend on the part of the 
government in passing legislation to interfere with public 
and private affairs such us the pensions law, which interferes 
directly with tne public and private wishes, and oauses 
businese firms and individuals to contribute towards an old 
age pensions fund. On account of the vigorous protest on. the 
part of employers and employecs this law will probably be ; 
reacinded. 

The law for the protection of women and children in 
shops, factories, industries und offices hes wany good points 
in its favor, but others of a similar nature have been passed 
which are difficult or impossible to inforoe. 

There h-s been a‘trend towards paternalism on the part 
of the govarnment in late years as exemplified by the above acts 
This is also appnrent from the pensions to government employess 
which are very liberal, and are a huge expense to the govern- 
ment, as pensions are granted to all classes of employeas 
after 35 years' servios.

La Epooa. This paper is a small daily published in Buenos 
Aires in Spanish.

It receives 
its foreign news from the United Press and has a Oirculation of 
15,000 to 20,000. It seldom publishes international affairs 
exoept as to their effeot on Argentina, and it avoids unfriend- 
Ly comment on any foreign nation.

La Vanguardia. This is & small daily paper published in 
Buenos Aires.

To a lesser degree the dailies of Rosario, Tucuman, Cérdoba, La 
Plate and Mendoza exert an influence,but in their ow locality 
only. 

Very few of the publioxtions in Buenos Aires have an 
&uaited ciroulaticn. A publisher Simply clains a certzin 
circulation, and its accuracy is not known. 

Of about 500 publications in tne Retublic, mors than 
half are issued in the oity of Buenos Airgs. Of this total 
Probably less than 5% exert much influence on the public. 

Dowinating Buenos Aires newspaperdom stand the two 
ere t dailies, "La Nacion" ana "La Prensa". These Papers rank 
among the best nevaparers anywher3: in the world, and are by far 
the best in South Amarioca. Both of them heve been established 
for about 50 years and occupy an enviable position. They are 
serious in tone, independent in policy, and agressive and 
conplete as news gatheras. Their readers Comprise the beot 
elenents of the thinkers, doers and buyers of Argentina, and ar> 
to be found in every part of the Republic. 

Newspapers es a whole in Argansina have but little 
influence on the consummation of political ambitions, party or 
individual, but the more important newspapers @xercise a great 
influence on the mouldiny: of public opinion on imrortant National 


Tt is estimated that about $100,000,000 m/n ig spent 
each year in Buenos Aire. for advertising of which about two 
thirds goes to the daili-g «nd other periodicals, and one third 
to other media. t is the only oity in South Auegrica wher» 
modern advertising practise has developed to any gre.t extent.

Lately "La Kusien" hes chanszed its politics, formerly 
conservative and non-“artisean, it now supports Pre-ident Alvear. 
It is naticnalistic, but not to the decree of "La Prensa". 
Thouch professing great friendship towards the United States, 
and standing for closer r2lations between the two countries, 
the paper is alsc extremely pro-British, and it is rumored that 
British capital has bean invested in ths paper. This paper 
seems also to be friendly to France, Italy and Spain. It has 
written scatning artioles on Brazil's attitude in the League of 
Nations and criticised Chile and Peru in thsir actions on the 
plebeoite. On the whole "La Nscicn" is consiasred authoritative 
and fair. 

"La Nacién" is owned by a stock company. The principal 
gtook hold:rs arg membe:3 of the Mitre family, descendants of 
the founaer.

"La_prensa" was founded in 1869 by José C. Paz an: is theve- 
fore the oldest published newsparer in Buenos Aires. Few 
newspapers in the world heave so complete a news service as "La 
Prensa". In addition to ita corrasronéi-nts in New York, the 
principal European capitals and throughout South America, it 
reoeives service from the United Press and Havas. Its expenses 
for cable sarvice exosed $750,000 annually. 

"La Pronsa" is subsorivsd for by the wealthiest and most 
influential people in Argentina, and is widely circulated through- 
out the country. It is estimated that 40% of its ciroulation is 
outside of Buenos Aires. It oarries great influsnoe throughout 
the country, and has the largest circulation. 

"La Pransa" is strongly nationalistic in all matters involving 
relations with other countries. It is usually friendly disposed 
towerd all foreign countries, but is sometimes very oritical in 
its attituda toward the United States on what she terms 
imparialistic designs with Latin American countries. This paper 
is an opposition peper, usually orisitcal toward any administra- 
tion in power though very moderate in tone. It is not affiliat- 
ed with any party, and is ocnsidsred an indersendent organ. It is 
qlso oonserviutive. 

During the war "La Prensa" was ocnsiasred tc be pro-Germen, 
due probably to the large number of Spaniards and Germans on its 
staff, but since the war it hes graatly moderated its tone. 

This newspaper is owned by Dr. Ezequiel Paz, and his sister 
Sejiora Pag de Gainza, and is editsd by Dr. Eizacuirre. Dr. 
Benjamin Matienzo, former Minister of Finance, Prcefessor Rodolfo 
Senet and Jusn Carlos Davila are contributing editors. Its 
circulation is about 380,000, and it is probably worth

Later it was converted into a daily ani sold for 5 centavos per 
oopy which is one half the price of the other papers. This has 
given it a large oiroul:ticn anong the poorer olasses. It oon- 
tain3 sensational news of the yellow kind, but carries little 
influence. It is usually pro-Government in its news, but 
aspeclally oaters to the working man, and is against the monied 
interests. It frequently attacks the United Statas comneroial 
interests in South America. It is supyo.ed to be owned by British 
interests. It hes a circulation of about 10,000 confined to the 
lower oOlasses. 


Argentine Afternoon Papers (Buenos Aires) 


La Razgoén" was founded in 1905 by Senor Emilio Morales, and 
is the most corular afternoon and avening paper, and its three 
eaitions give it the lurgest afternoon circulation in Buenos 
Aires. Dr. Angel Sojo is its director, and is one of the 

ablest lawyers in Buenos Aires. The widow of Dr. José A. 
Cortejarena owns the Gontrolling stock. During the war "La 
Razon" was inclined to be pro-German, but sinoe has moderated 
its attitude. Today it is extr=mely friendly in its attitude 
tovards the United States, but it hes made some attaoks on the 
United States over matters of oommero? and finanoe. This paper 
ig well written, hes a olroul:ticn of over 100,000, and is ryad 
by a good class of people. It oavriss a good deal of influsnoe, 
and is usually inolinea to lean tovard the government.

Eighty-four newspapers, of which thirty are published in the 
Federal Capital and fifty-four in the provinces of Argentina, are con- 
sidered friendly to the Democratic Cause, according to a survey completed 
under the auspices of the American Chamber of Commerce in Argentina. 


The newspapers in the provinces are all published in Spanish, but 
in the Federal Capital several European colonies publish newspapers 
in their own language. It will be noted by their names that two 
German newspapers are anti-Nazi and one Italian is anti-Fascist, while 
several others published in their native language are on the side of 
the democracies. The list as compiled follows:-
